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O" Patriotism, soys Bolingbtoke, must be 
founded in great principles, ind supported by 
great virtues. Patriotism, at Webster defines 
it, is, love of one's country ; the passion which 
aims to serve oriVs country. It Is certainly a 
good word, and significant of what should be 
cherished, espeo tally by Americans. We have 
noticed of late, however, in certain discussions 
to which we have listened, and paper* we have 
read, a disposition to reject (he word altogether, 
and the idea or passion which it signifies. Pa 
triotiam is getting altogether below par. Men 
have growu so loving, and their notions have so 
stretched out, that nothing short of Philanthropy 
will answer their purpose. They wish to em 
brace all mankind, not only in the kindlv senti- 
ments ot the heait and gentle offices of good 
will, but in political lights, institutions, privt 
leges and so lorlh ! We have little faith, we 
must say, in the philosophy of those men who 
can see no goodness or benefit in patriotism. We 
have no faith in the benefit resulting to the 
world Irom that sort of system coming in vogue, 
which considers patriotism too poor a quality to 
be respected, and which requires all our political 
action to be based, so far as theory goes at least, 
upon philanthropy. 

The theoiiea alluded to may be well illustra- 
ted, we think, by a man who hsi a barrel of 
corn, which he wishes, in his benevolence, to 
bcjrtow upon the needy. He has poof neighbors 
who would be grestly benefitted by a portion of 
this coin. His benevolence, however, is widely 
extended — he cannot confine his kind offices to 
a lew. He deals out his corn to the widest ex- 
tent, and supplies each poor and needy person 
with a single kerne), and it oil becomes exhaust- 
ed and nobody is helped. -

The Downfull of Santa Anna. 

The downfall of this military despot in Mexi- 
co, would be bailed with greater satisfaction if 
such downfall would result in greater benefit (o 
the people of Meiico. But the people there, 
however (hey may straggle, are at present un- 
qualified for a Republican government. A des- 
potism of some aind they are destined to have 
and must have. Whethet the change from one 
kind of despotism to another will be of any ad- 
vantage to them is yet to be proved. It is cer- 
tain that Santa Anna, in the desperation of his 
fortunes, pursued a sanguinary course which 
tended to excite the most implacable hatred of a 
large portion of the people and it is quite proba- 
ble his life wilt be sacrificed. 

The following particulars will be read with 
interest: 

Santa Anna had written to the Prsident, Gen 
eral Hairera, on the 10th ult from his camp, 
near Piebla, soliciting passports for Senor Haroy 
Tamanzand Generals Cortxar and Mendora,late 
of his suite; He also begs passports for himself, 
that tie may leave the country, and, as he says, 
"seek abroad a home where i might end my last 
days;" He states that he has already given up 
the command of his army to Gen. Morales, who 
would proclaim the Constitutional Government. 

He authorizes certain Commissioners to an- 
nounce to the Chambers the renunciation of the 
Presidency, and states that he has sacrificed bis 
"properly and all that a man holds most dear." — 
Alone he resisted the contempt and outrages 
manifested against his person, and these ex- 
pressions alone could never have driven him to 
take this resolution; fearing, if he remained, 
soane conspiracy would be formed against his 
life— unfortunate enough already to the nation 
and himself— for this reason only he has re- 
solved to sepraate himself from, his faithful and 
valiant army. 

He continues, "no doubt the august Chambers 
know how to respect the rights of a citizen that 
has well served his country and has poured forth 
his blood for her," and that they will not inter- 
upt bis embarkation no more than he did the 
embarkation of those "who like himself had the 
disgrace to occupy the supieme command ot the 
Republic " . 

He had made several attempts upon the. city 
of Puebla; attacking it at the head of four thou- 
sand troops, one half of which were cavalry. — 
In these endeavors he was repulsed with con- 
siderable loas. 

Soon afterwards he left the army at about four 
leagues below Puebla, with an escort ol several 
hundred men, and proceeded towards Jalappa. 
Before arriving at that city he parted with hia 
escort, and attempted to make hia escape to the 
mountains in the disguise ot a friar. 

On the 15th of January he was discovered io 
a baranca, (ravine) near a little Indian village 
called Jito, some leagues from Jalappa by a 
couple of Indians who were hunting. The doga 
belonging to the Indians became restive and fu- 
rious, the Indians followed the direction of their 
barking and found the Dictator, who offered 
them his watch and money if they would guide 
him to his hacienda. This they refused to do, 
but gave the alarm, and he was taken prisoner. 

When he was captured he had taken off his 
cork leg on account r»f the inflamation .produced 
by walking upon it, and was earned by his ser-

Whilst 1 now write, the eight hundred thousand 
dojlats now set aside, from the proceedfcof the 
salea of public lands, for Common Schodht, sur- 
reptitiously appropriated to internal improve- 
ments, confirm my conclusion. There is net a 
single cent in the great Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky appropriated to the education of her peo- 
ple C. A. Wicklifle, in a conventn n of Teach- 
ers, in 1840, at Frankfort said: 'If Slavery and 
Common Schools be incompatible, 1 say let 
Slavery perish.'

Mr. Adams called Mr. B. to order for making 
personal reflections upon the member froi 
Maine, He called on the Speaker to preserve 
order and prevent such insidious allusions to 
member*. When Mr. liiiley h.id concluded, Mi 
Morse followed, and contended that it was his 
right as the representative of 8G,000 free white 
men, to make the move.

63 30, in a gale, tbe vessel wa* thrown on 
herbeam ends, cleared of deck load, her fore, 
mast went by tbe board; she righted foil of 
water. ■ . _ . 

"Robert Dyson, age 49, ol Jefferson, and 
Samuel Wsrren, age 21, ol Isnlsboro,' (Me.,) 
seamen.and Cyrua Burton, age 21 .colored cook, 
were drowned in the cabin. „ . ,, 

"Capt. Philbrook, mate, Samuel M. "askeH, 
and Paul Sawyer, aeamen, remained on deck ^4 
dava, and were taken from iheir perilous *itoa- 
lioii on tbe 4th inetant, by Capt. Theobald, of • 
the ship Tamerlane, of Wiscasselt, Me. They p[Ullir , 
bad been eleven days without water, covered ^ 
with sores, and clothing perfectly rotten. They • killed in endeav 
afcived in tbia port on ihe 22d inst. I have The Governo 
caused the men to be clothed, the mate sent to 
a Warding bou*e,and the *eamen to the ho*pital. 
They are fast recovering. In a few day* they 
will be able to^ship for America There can- 
not be too much praise given lo Capt. Theobald 
fur this act of humanity, which rescued these 
men from an untimely death.
